AMATEUR OF THE MONTH

This month we meet Glenn Boundy 2972-SGP, K40X of Miami. 
Glenn is originally from Pittsburgh, Pa. and started in radio in 1914 
as the result of an article on ‘‘Wireless’’. Glenn obtained his 
commercial tickets, both fone and CW, in 1922. His first assignment 
was at Rocky Point on Long Island. In those days, stations WQK 
and WQL, where he was assigned, used the Alexanderson Alter- 
nators, while station 2XK used spark. 

Glenn spent four years in the Army Signal Corps in WW 2, three 
of which were in the middle east. While stationed in Teheran, Iran, 
one of Glenn’s most memorable assignments occurred. It involved 
setting up and maintaining the communications network for 
handling the heavy load of traffic in connection with the big 3 
conference (Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin) which was held in 
943. During his Army service, Glenn also had assignments in 
3aghdad, Cairo, Algiers, Rome and Poltana in Russia. 

Glenn held the rank of Major and received the Legion of Merit 
medal for his fine work. Glenn retired in 1969 from the Storer 
Broadcasting Co. at Miami as V.P. for Engineering. He is currently 
a life senior member of IEEE, a charter member and fellow in the 
Society of Broadcast Engineers, a Member Emeritus of the Assn. 
of Federal Communications Commission Consulting Engineers 
(AFCCE), QCWA and of course a life member of SOWP. 

Glenn’s hobbies include golf, boating and fishing and he is also a 
coin collector. Thanks, Glenn, for sharing your most colorful 
career with us. We hope you have many years of happy and healthy 
retirement ahead in the Sunshine state.

AMATEUR BUSINESS COMMUNICATIONS 

An FCC Order released July 12, clarifying the prohibition on 
business communications in the Amateur Service, has generated 
considerable apprehension within the amateur community. In 
response to an inquiry from the ARRL, Private Radio Bureau Chief 
James McKinney has emphasized that the Order was not intended 
to impose any new restrictions or to cut back on what amateur 
operators have legitimately been doing all along. It should not be 
used in lieu of other radio services for the transmission of business 
messages. 

Amateurs may still participate in the routine events of 
traditional public service activities. For example, hams may 
provide communications for municipal parades, marathons, bike 
races, fireworks displays, Olympic games, walkathons, Eye Bank 
activities, and the like. Although amateur participation may in- 
cidentally benefit the sponsor, their main purpose is to provide a 
service to which the public is the real beneficiary. 

Direct promotion to assist in the sale of a sponsor’s product is, of 
course, forbidden. (ARRL OB 62)

NEW NOVICE EXAM 
New procedures for giving Novice Class amateur radio 
examinations were adopted by the FCC on June 29, 1983. Under the 
new procedures, a volunteer examiner will create an individual 
examination for a Novice applicant from questions contained in 
FCC PR Bulletin 1035A, administer and grade the examination. 
The following timetable will be used to implement the new 


procedures. Requests for Novice written examinations will be. 


honored by the FCC’s Licensing Division at Gettysburg, Penn- 
sylvania, until August 30, 1983. A request received in Gettysburg 
after that date will not be acted upon. 

Novice test papers, received from the FCC, should be returned to 
the Gettysburg facility for grading after the examiner has given 
the examination, or unopened if the exam is not given. 

Effective August 31, 1983, volunteer examiners must follow the 
new Novice Class examination procedures. They will make up 
Novice exams from the questions contained in PR Bulletin 1035A. 
Copies of that bulletin may be obtained from any FCC field office. 

After administering and grading the exam, the volunteer 
examiner must send a successful applicant’s application (Form 
610) to the FCC for issuance of the Novice license. Until it is 
revised, the examiner must additionally certify on the Form 610 
that the applicant has been examined and has passed the written 
examination. 

Details on the new Novice examining procedure, plus the com- 
plete Novice question pool, PR Bulletin 1035A, will be in Sep- 
tember’s QST.

ARMY MARS 
THE VALUE OF MARS TRAINING TO 
FUTURE SERVICE PERSONNEL 
By Chris, AAR4PQ 

I joined Army MARS during my senior year of high school. I 
learned traffic handling procedure the hard way — on the air, while 
trying to pass real traffic. During the next year I became very 
active in traffic handling, averaging over thirty messages per 
month during vacations. In 1979 I received an appointment to the 
U.S. Naval Academy and, during the summer of 1979, went through 
‘Plebe Summer,’ the Naval Academy’s military indoctrination 
program. 

My amateur radio experience became of help immediately, in 
that I already knew international code. We were required to learn 
the code at about five words per minute by flashing light. Since I 
already knew it, I was selected to instruct my classmates, which 
gave me the opportunity to display leadership. But the most im- 
portant benefit came from the procedure and discipline I had 
learned from Army MARS. We were required to learn basic CW 
and voice radio procedure and message formats. Although 
operational (ship-to-ship underway) Navy procedure has two 
additional message formats — immediate and delayed executive — 
the prowords and principles remained the same as in MARS. 

Even more importantly, the discipline of formal communications 
was a great help. In MARS, precise communication discipline is 
required, with transmissions being directed by the net control 
station. So it is in the military: we were required to request per- 
mission to speak, and in any case forbidden to give excuses for any 
failure or shortcoming, however good the excuse might be. In 
general, we were restricted to the ‘five basic responses’ of ‘‘Yes, 
sir,”’ ‘‘No, sir,” ‘‘Aye aye, sir,’’ ‘‘I’ll find out, sir,” and ‘“‘No excuse, 
sir.’’ Again, this was much like the very limited number of correct 
responses and prowords in MARS procedure. 

In all, my MARS training and experience made my in- 
doctrination in the military much easier. And, I believe, it adapted 
me to the discipline of the military, which continues to help me 
today, as a naval officer.

SPACE FLIGHTS ON TWO METERS

Central Florida amateur radio operators and owners of scanners 
can receive the complete NASA Shuttle commentary between the 
Challenger, the Kennedy Space Center and Houston for the 
duration of the STS-8 mission. 

The Federal Communications Commission has granted a Special 
Temporary Authorization to the Spaceport Amateur Radio Club, 
K4GCC, to transmit Shuttle mission progress on 146.94 MHz. The 
station is maintained on a voluntary basis by Kennedy Space 
Center employees. 

This waiver to the Federal Communications Act has been 
granted, in the public interest, to provide an awareness of NASA 
terminology and communications procedures to amateur radio 
operators. 

All listeners are invited to send comments to: K4GCC, P.O. Box 
672, Merritt Island, FL 32952. Letters received will be used as 
evidence for future requests to the FCC that this activity served the 
public interest. 


FOREIGN VISITORS — NOTE \ 
Foreign Amateurs in the United States will not be granted any 
additional operating privileges. The Commission has affirmed the 
dismissal of a petition filed by Joseph Speroni, AHOA, President of 
the Tokyo International Amateur Radio Association, which sought © 
additional privileges for foreign Amateurs visiting the United 
States. In turning down the request, the Commissioners noted that _ 
international allocations are not the only reasons for imposing such 
restrictions on visiting Hams, observing that licensing 
requirements and privileges vary considerably among nations 
worldwide. They indicated that many countries limit: Amateur 
operating privileges depending on operator qualifications and 
concluded that an alien’s Amateur privileges in the United States 
will remain the same as those in his own country. The Commission 
also pointed out the fact that nothing prevents a foreign Amateur 
from obtaining full operating privileges in the U.S. by taking and 


passing a U.S. Amateur examination.
